HOFFMANN'S FOSSIL. 


From the “ Cruise of the Betsey.” 


Thomas Campbell, when asked for a toast in a society of authors, 
gave the memory of Napoleon Bonaparte; significantly adding, “ he 
ovee hung a bookseller.” On a nearly similar principle I would be dis- 
posed to propose among geologists a grateful bumper in honor of the 
revolutionary army that besieged Maestricht. That city, some seventy- 
tive or eighty years ago, had its zealous naturalist in the person of M. 
Hoffmann, a diligent excavator in the quarries of St. Peter’s mountain, 
long celebrated for its extraordinary fossils. Geology, as a science, had 
no existence at the time; but Hoffinann was doing, in a quiet way, all 
he could to give it a beginning ;—he was transferring from the rock to 
his cabinet, shells, and corals, and crustacea, and the teeth and scales of 
fishes, with now and then the vertebra, and now and then the limb- 
bone, of a reptile. And as he honestly remunergted all the workmen 
he employed, and did no manner of harm to one, no one heeded 
him. On one eventful morning, however, his friends the quarriers laid 
bare a most extraordinary fossil,—the occipital plates of an enormous 
saurian, with jaws four and a half feet long, bristling over with teeth, 
like chevauz de frise ; and after Hoffmann, who got the block in which 
it lay embedded, cut out entire, and transferred to his house, had spent 
week after week in painfully relieving it from the mass, all Maestricht 
began to speak of it as something really wonderful. There is a cathe- 
dral on*St. Peter's mountain,—the mountain itself is churchland; and 
the lazy canon, awakened by the general talk, laid claim to poor Hoff- 
mann’s wonderfa: fossil as Ais property. He was lord of the manor, he 
said, and the mountain and all that it contained belonged to him. Hoff- 
mann defended his fossil as he best could in an expensive lawsuit; but 
the judges found the law clean against him: the huge reptile head was 
declared to be “treasure trove” escheat to the lord of the manor; and 
Hoffmann, half broken-hearted, with but his labor and the lawyer's bills 
for his pains, saw it transferred by rude hands from its place in his 
museum, to the residence of the grasping charchman. The huge fossil 
head experienced the fate of Dr. Chalmer’s two hundred churches. 
Hoffmann was a philosopher, however, and he continued to observe and 
collect as before; but he never found such another fossil; and at length, 
in the midst of his ingenious labors, the vital energies failed within him, 
and he broke down and died. The useless canon lived on. The French 
Revolution broke out; the republican army invested Maestricht; the 
batteries were opened ; and shot and shell fell thick on the devoted city. 
But in one especial quarter there alighted neither shot nor shell. All 
was safe around the canon’s house. Ordinary relics would have availed 
him nothing in the circumstances,—no, not “the three kings of Oo- 
logne,” had he possessed the three kings entire, or the jaw-hones of the 
“eleven thousand virgins;” but there was virtue in the jaw-bones of 
the Mosasaurus, and safety in their neighborhood. The French savans, 
like all the other savans of Europe, had heard of Hoffmann’s fossil, and 
the French artillery had been directed to play wide of the place where 
it lay. Maestricht surrendered; the fossil was found secreted in a 
vault, and sent away to the Jardin des Plantes at Paris, maugre the 
canon, to delight there the heart of Cuvier; and the French, generously 
addressing themselves to the heirs of Hoffmann as its legitimate owners, 
made over to them a considerable sum of money as its price. They re- 
versed the finding of the Maestricht judges; and all save the monks of 

St. Peter’s have acquiesced in the justice of the decision.

Lrrtiz, Brown & Co. propose to issue by subscription a Genealogical Dic- 
tionary of the First Settlers of New England, showing three of 
those who came to this country previous to June, 1692. The work is to be 
in 4 vols. 8vo,, by James Savage, former president of the Massachusetts His- 
torical Socioty. 
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Pror. Acassiz.—A paragraph has been going round the papers, which 
originally appeared in the London Athenewm, stating that Prof. Agassiz 
would sooner or later accept the splendid offer twice made him by the Em- 

ror of France, of the superintendence of the Garden of Plants, with a sal- 
ary of twenty-five thousand francs and aseat in the Senate. It is perfe tly 
true that this flattering offer was made to him some months ago, and grate 
fully declined; and is also true that when the Professor returned from his 
scientific visit to Key West, a few weeks since, he found awaiting him a holo- 
graph letter from the Minister of Public Instruction, renewing the invitation 
in the most pressing terms, and allowing him a period of two years, in order 
to complete his scientific engagements in America. But this second proposal 
was also declined with suitable acknowledgments. It is not to be supposed that 
the professurship in the Garden of Plants—the most splendid scientific posi- 
tion in Europe, and which we happen to know was the object and goal of Prof. 
Agassiz’? early dreams and aspirations—was de: lined without some struggle 
We presume that the barren honor of sitting in the Senate Chamber—sup- 
posng that there was a Senate at the time of his arrival—would be held by 
im at its real and exact worth, and not for a moment taken into account in 
making up his mind. But the decision was deliberately and firmly made, 
and we have no reason to doubt that the inducements which Jed him to stay 
are such as would bring him to the same result hereafter, under a similar 
offer. 
The truth is—and we wish to have the nations of Europe, France includ- 
ed, to understand it—that we do not mean to let Prof Agassiz leave America. 
We have need of him here, and we love and honor him too much to have 
him go away from us. If he wants money, he shall have it; and we know 
that he will never want any more than he ought to have. We have a broad 
continent, filled with all manner of creatures that creep or walk, fly or swim, 
that crave his investization and report. Go where he will—send where he 
will—he will find zealous and intelligent assistance, sometimes from his 
upils, and sometimes from his personal friends, and the friends of science. 
very where he will meet with helpers, co-workers and assistants, who will 
feel it a privilege to range for him the field, the forest, the river, the sea, the 
lake, oat lay their spall at his feet. What the power of Alexander did for 
the scientific spirit of Aristotle is accomplished here by the spontaneous 
interest of an active and intelligent community, moved in part by a disinter- 
ested love of knowledge, and in part by that influence and charm exerted by 
Professor Agassiz over all who come within the sphere of his personal pres- 
ence. Though he stands between Europe and America at this moment— 
like Garrick in the famous picture between tragedy and comedy—we have 
the advantage in this, that we have hold of him ;. aad that advantage we do 
not mean to lose. 

We may here add that Professor Agassiz did propose to visit Europe this 
summer, but he has abandoned his purpose, in order that he may complete the 
third volume of his contributions tu the Natural History of the United States, 
within a year from the publication of the second.—Boston Courier.

Gothie Church Architecture, of ancient Capital Letters, of Ornamentation 
in the Old English and French Styles, and of Archeology. There are also 
announced Elements of the English Language, by Ernest Adams; the Private 
Journals of the Marquis of Hastings, Governor-General of India; an Account 
of the Mutinies in Oude, by Martin Richard Gubbins; The Age—Politics, 
Poetry, and Criticism, a Satire, by Philip J. Bailey, Author of Festus; A 
Friend in Need, 3 vols.; Philip Paternoster, a Tractarian Love Story; Mig- 
nonette, by the Author of The Curate of Holycross; and The Human Pas- 
sions Delineated by Tim Bobbin, the Lancashire Hogarth, in folio. 


Amongst recent French publications of interest will be found A His- 
tory of the First Three Centuries of the Christian Church, by M. E. de Pres- 
sensé, Editor, of the Revue Chrétienne ; Polybus, or the Conquest of Greece 
7 Romans, by M. Fustel de Coulanges; a reprint of the Chronique de 

VIL. by M. Vallet de Viriville ; The Ethnology of Gaul, by M. Roget, 
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Baron de Belloquet; The Curiosities of French Ilistory, by P. L. Jacob, 
“ Bibliophile ;” the Second Volume of the Memoirs of Prince Eugene; The 
Memoirs of Marguerite de Valois, with Notes by M. Ludovie Lalanne ; 
Madame de Montmorency, by M. Amédée Renée, Author of the Nieces de 
Mazarin ; The Nobleness in France before and after 1789, by M. Ed. de Bar- 
thélemy ; and an heraldic work ealled Nobiliana, by M. A. Chassant. French 
fiction of a high class seems, for the present at least, almost extinct. Trans- 
lations of Martin Chuzzlewit, The Dead Seeret, by Wilkie Collins, and Scenes 
of Russian Life, by Tourqueneff, have been added to the collection of MM, 
Hachette. , 

In German literature we have recently a History of Assur and Babel, since 
the time of Phul, by a son of the celebrated Niebuhr; also Nineveh and the 
Excavations made in Mesopotamia by M. Weissenborn, a resumé of the Dis- 
coveries of Layard, &c.; the Third Volume of Uhleman’s Manual of Egvp- 
tian Antiquities; Schiller and Charlotte, a Biographical ‘Treatise, by 
Madame de Gleichen, Schiller’s Daughter; and a work on Mirabeau, partak- 
ing of the mixed characters of history and fiction, by Theodore Mundt. 

Encouraged by the success that has attended the examination of the 
Venetean archives, and the publication of the correspondence of the Vene- 
tian Ambassadors, similar researches have been made, with a view to the 
publication of the results, into the archives of Milan, One work has already 
been published, and is called ** Despatches of Milanese Ambassadors relating 
to the Campaigns of Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy, from 1474 to 
1477.” 

We have to record the death of Mr. Edward Moxon, of Dover Street, who 
had long been in delicate health. Mr. Moxon was associated for many years 
with some of the most eminent writers of his day, not only as a respected 
publisher, but an esteemed friend. He was the companion in his early life 
of men whose fame is already posthumons, such as Coleridge, Lamb, Rogers, 
and Hazlitt, and was himself the author of a small volume of poems of no 
mean reputation, while he was the publisher of some of the best works of 
the new and the best reprints of the old poets, which our day has seen issue 
from the press. 

A correspondent of the Athenaeum, in defence of publishers who fail to 
complete serial works, bases a jusiification of them on the mutual and im- 
plied interest which he intimates to exist between publisher or author and 
the public, that the contract is merely that if one will buy the other will 
publish. A“ contract,” he says, “involves obligations on both sides; if one 
side is free to consult his interest, so is the other. Is (was?) Lord Byron 
liable in damages of character or money for the fifth Canto of Childe 
Harold? Is Lord Macaulay responsible for not having yet brought down his 
history to the mempry of men still living?” With every inclinativn to avail 
ourselves of all sound arguments on behalf of our craft, we cannot justify 
publishers on any such grounds. No contract to do what is impossible can 
be maintained, An author certainly contracts to do his best to complete a 
work he begins, and if he fails from causes over which he has no control, his 
position is very different from that of a capitalist who undertakes to do what 
certainly ean be done, and who fails to complete only on a question of 
profit or loss.

P. Donanoe has reprinted “ Recollections of the Last Four Popes, and of 
Rome in their Times,” by Cardinal Wiseman, who says: “ This is not a his- 
tory, nor a series of biographies, nor a journal, nor what are called memoirs. 
It is so much of a great moving picture as caught one person’s eye, and re- 
mained fixed upon his memory: that portion of it which came nearest to him, 
touched him most closely, interested most deeply his feelings. The deserip- 
tion of all this he has attempted to give with fidelity, by 1ecalling, as vividly 
as possible, the impressions which it produced at the time it passed before 
him piece by piece.” The same publisher also issues ‘The Condition of 
Women and Children among the Celtic, Gothic, and other Nations,” by John 
M'Elheran, M.R.C.S.E., the character of whose book may be conveyed to 
some extent by un extract from its Preface. ‘‘I admire the charitable senti- 
ment of the Catholic clergy, that it is better, if possible, to heal the ulcers 
and conceal the deformities of English character than to tear them open to 
the horrified gaze of Christendom. We cannot glorify Celts by debasing 
Saxons, though the converse of this idea is very prevalent. I should engage 
in a much pleasanter task, and produce a more saleable work, by painting 
only the bright features of the human soul, than by dwelling tediously upon 
human animalism. But in this noisy day of Anglo-Saxon arrogance, and 
Anglo-American self-glorification, it is absolutely necessary to humble the 
Pharisees. English writers have enviously, meanly dragged us down into 
the mire, and we must fight our own way out to higher ground. I come for- 
ward more as a public prosecutor than asa simple historian or judge, because 
the circumstances drive me necessarily into this position. The virtues of the 
Enghsh, and the dirt and debasement of the Irish. are well known wherever 
‘The Times’ and ‘ Puuch’ and all that tribe circulate. I dwell rather on 
the other view.of the exse, because it has been omitted.” From the same 
publisher we have a treatise on “ Balls and Dancing Parties,” translated 
from the French of the Abbé Hulot. 

Ticxnor & Fretps add “St. Ronan’s Well” to their ‘‘ Household Edition” 


of the Waverley Novels. 
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Cnrossy, Nicnors & Co. send us several recent publications. ‘Christian 
Days and Thoughts,” by Rev. Ephraim Peabody, |'.D., is an elegant memo- 
rial volume which has reached its second edition. The editor observes : 
« The book will do little good where it is hastily read and put aside, Its 
voice is not one to be heard in the streets, or to join in the discussions of the 
day. It rather asks to be admitted to the confidence of those who will re- 
ceive it, in the stillness of their most retired and private hours. Its calm 
tones of religious tenderness and trust would find their way into the closet. 
It offers itself as a companion to the thoughtful in their seasons of meditation 
and their times of trial. It would touch their religious sensibilities. It would 
feed them with devout thoughts. It would store their minds with images of 
divine purity and love. It would, at least, suggest to them topics of momen- 
tous interest, and gently lead them to the fouutain of comfort, strength, and 
eternal life.” We have also to acknowledge ** The Housekeeper and Garden- 
er,” by Rebecea A, Upton; “A Practical Guide to English Pronunciation for 
the use of Schools,” by Edward J. Stearns, A.M. ; and an “ Alphabetical List 
to accompany the Pronouncing Guide,” by the same author.

Jouy P. Jewerr & Co. publish “ Father Hensou’s Story of his Own Life,’ 
with an Introduction by Mrs. LL. B. Stowe, who says: “The numerous friends 
of the autuor of this little work will need no greater recommendation than 
his name to make it weleome. Among all the singular and interesting 
records to which the institution of American slavery has given rise, we 
kuow of none more striking, more characteristic and instructive, than that of 
Josiah Henson.” They also issue a fourth edition of * Peck’s Poem on 
Universalism,” with a preface. These pages are a ‘reprint of an old pam- 
phiet printed and sold April, 1813.’ It is presumed that they contain an 
expression of the views of one John Peck, on the subject of universal salva- 
tion; or, as he styles it, ‘The Universal Plan.’ It appears to have passed 
through three editions at least, that printed in 1813 being the third. When 
it was written, or by whom, seems now to be a problem difficult of solution. 
It is evidently the work of somebody who took a deep interest in the ques- 
tions which engaged the attention of the Chureh in his day; one who 
‘thought, and spake what eame of thinking’: whose words were quaintly 
uttered, perhaps sumetimes even roughly.” From the same pubii-hers we 
have a small volume by Rev. John IL Beckwith: “ Immersion not Baptism.” 


Govutp & Lrxcotn have issued “ The Cruise of the Betsey ; or, a Summer 
Ramble among the lossiliferous Deposits of the Hebrides: with Rambles of 
a Geologist; or, Ten Thousand Miles over the Fossiliferous Deposits of Scot- 
land,” by the late Ilugh Miller. The material of this volume was originally 
coutributed to the Wi‘ness, and is now first collected, edited by W. 5. Sym- 
monds, The Americaa publishers have made special arrangements with the 
family of the distinguished deceased for the issue of all his works, 


Dick & Firzceratp have got out “A Poor Fellow,” by the author of 
“Which: the Right or the Left?” The delication, which we quote, will 
serve to indicate the purpose of the book: ‘‘ To whoever realizes that he is a 
poor fellow, and dependent upon another to lead him along from day to day 
in safety; and also to whoever feels that ‘he is not quite come to that,’ but 
considers himself ‘ abundantly competent’ to sustain his steps * with dignity,’ 
and ‘ without help,’ all the way, this volume, written in the hope that it may 
be instrume:tal iu leading some to a road which, though oceasionally a little 
dark, is yet the only one tor ‘ poor fellows,’ is respectfully inscribed.” 


E. O. Lissy & Co. publish ‘General Israel Putnam (‘Old Put’): a Bio- 
graphy,” by George Canning [lill. This forms one of a series of Ameriean 
Biographies, of which the author says: “The author has desigued the 
present series of biographies more particularly for the young. And, in pur- 
suing his original plan along to iis termination, he has set before himself the 
following objects,jto which he invites the reader’s attention: To furnish from 
the pages of the world’s history a few examples of true mauhood, lofty pur- 
pose and persevering effurt, such as may be safely held up either for the 
admiration or emulation of the youth of the present day; to clear away, in 
his treatment of these subjects, whatever mistiness and mustiness may have 
accumulated with time about the, presenting to the mental vision ‘fresh and 
living pictures, that shall seem to be clothed with naturalness, and energy, 
and vitality ; to offer no less instruction to the minds, than pleasure to the 
imaginations of the many for whom he has taken it in hand to write; and, 
more especially, perhaps, to familiarize the youth of our day with those 
striking aud manly Characters, that have long ago made their mark, deep 
and lasting, on the history and fortunes of the American Continent. ‘The 
deeds of these men, it is true, are to be found abundantly recorded in his- 
tories; but they lie so seattered along their ten thousand pages, and are so 
intermixed with the voluminous records of other matters, as to be practically 
out of the reach of the younger portion of readers, and so of the very ones 
for whom this series has been undertaken. These want only pictures of 
actual life; and, if the author shall, in any due degree, succeed even in 
sketching interesting outlines, he will feel that he is answering the very 
purpose that has long lain unperformed within his heart.”

First Settlers of Nebo England.

it is proposed, if sufficient encouragement 
shall be given to secure the success of the 
undertaking, to publish a Genealogical Dic- 
tionary of the First Settlers of New England 
—showing three generations of those who 
came to this country previous to June, 1692, 
The work has been prepared on the basis of 
“Farmer’s Register,” but on a plan much 
more extensive than the one adopted by 
that author, and, it is estimated, contains 
nearly six times the amount of matter. The 
author has already bestowed upon it the la- 
bor of more than twelve years, and every 
possible care has been taken to render it 
accurate and reliable, 

For the past thirty years, the study of 
family derivation has been spreading very 
rapidly in New England ; and it may easily 
be proved that for every five persons who, 
at the commencement of this period, could 
exhibit the scale on which their descent was 
marked, for five or six generations, from the 
first comer, a hundred such may now be 
found. But errors are not unfrequently 
detected, which have long been accepted as 
facts, in correction of which sometimes the 
addition, sometimes the subtraction, of a 
single generation, is all that is needed to es- 
tablish the exact truth. Other sources of 
error demand severer scrutiny, and the 
many blunders of tradition—always building 
on a slight foundation in true history—may 
most successfully be encountered within 
three or four generations of their origin, be- 
fore they shall seem to have become sancti- 
fied by antiquity. Such is one of the chief 
purposes of the present undertaking. 

The work will be published in four vol- 
umes, of about five hundred pages each, so 
that it may be interleaved and bound, with- 
out rendering the volumes inconveniently 
large ; or two volumes may be bound in one, 
as the subscriber shall prefer. ? 

The sheets are now undergoing final revi- 
sion for the press, and if the requisite num- 
ber of subscribers shall have been obtained, 
the printing will commence at the end of 
the present year, by which means two vol- 
umes may be issued in 1859, and the remain- 
ing two in 1860.
